TAIPEI, Formosa, March 4 
(AP)—More than 40 Commu- 
nist gunboats and armed junks 
attacked Kaoteng island in the 
Matsu group today but were 
driven off by Chinese National- 
ist defenders, the Defense Min- 
istry said tonight. 

The Matsus are 100 miles 
northwest of Formosa and 20 
miles off the Red mainland. 
With Quemoy they are the last 
important Nationalist outposts. 

The ministry made no claim 
of damage inflicted on the Reds, 
Saying only they fled under 
fire. 

There was no indication 
whether it was a hit-and-run 
raid, or an attempted invasion.

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
—A prison is one of the last 
places you would expect to find 
a counterfeiting plant, but the 
Secret Service has turned up two 
of them. 

U. E. Baughman, Secret Serv- 
ice chief, cited the cases to the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee as indicative of “the diehard 
character of counterfeiters.” 
Baughman’s testimony, in con- 
nection with his budget request, 
was made public today by the 
committee. 

In a New Jersey state prison, 
the Secret Service boss said, six 
counterfeit $1 plates were found 
in the electric shop. An inmate 
serving a long sentence for 
breaking and entering admitted 
having made them. 

In Mexico City, Baughman 
maker serving a sentence for 
counterfeiting was caught print- 
ing money on a portable press 
concealed in his cell, His mar- 
ket for the phony money was 
among fellow prisoners about to 
be released. 


DISEASED GUINEA PIGS STOLEN

Anslinger presented docu- 
mented charges against the Chi- 
nese Reds in testimony, made 
public today, before a House 
Appropriations subcommittee.

He said the 
Narcotics Bureau obtained its 
information on the Chinese nar-

In just one year, he said, a 
giant Chinese firm operated by 
the man who was then finance 
minister of the Red government 
smuggled into the free world 
800 tons of opium, morphine, 
and heroin—the . “deadliest of

Additional hundreds of tons

2 Exist in Cave 3 Days, Decide 
Life in H-Bomb Age Is Better 


Conduct Experiment to Prove Point in 
Debate — Live on Pigeons, 
Bread and Water. 


LONDON, March 4 (AP)—Two 
British students emerged from 
self evile in a cave today, con- 
vinced that life in the H-bomb 
age is better than a caveman’s 
existence. 


The -students are Tearlach 


Maclean, 22 years old, and 
Arthur Shepherd, 23, of Reading 
University. 


The whole thing started when 
their- debating society advanced 
a motion: bales 

“Resolved: That man should 
return to his original state to 
find happiness and escape from 
the frustrations of modern life.” 

The students were not so sure 
about that. 

Reasoning that the only way 
to prove their point was to re- 
treat to a cave, they found one 
and burrowed inside. They stuck 
it out for three days, eating 
eight pigeons and two loaves 
of bread and drinking several 
pints of water. 

When  Shepherd’s weight 
dropped from 144 pounds to 
136, they abandoned the experi- 
ment, convinced that they had 
proved their point-—that pre- 


cious little happiness lurks in- 
side a cold cave. | 

Detailing their experiences for 
the benefit of the debating so- 
ciety, they recorded: 

“It was extremely unpleasant 
at times due to the cold. Un- 
less a person is in good health 
his chances of survival would 
be small. ‘ 

“Any lack of firewood would 
be a catastrophe. Man under 
these conditions would not be 
better, but would be far worse 
off than under modern civilized 
conditions.” 


Concerning the possibilities of 
happiness and escape from frus- 
tration they reported: 

“Man certainly has no time 
to contemplate. 

“All his time is taken up by 
the struggle to exist. 

“The advance. of man under 
these conditions must have been 
very slow, but as.the store of 
knowledge grew it would gain 
momentum.” 

When their store of knowl- 
edge grew—they legged it out 
of that cave.

“Thus, evidence which would 
be rejected under established 
legal doctrine in a criminal pro- 
ceeding would well be the com- 
pelling reason for dismissal of 
an employe on loyalty grounds. 
An agency head or a loyalty 
board which would not give 
weight to information satisfac- 
torily evaluated would be dere- 
lict in their respective duties. 

“In addition to information 
from confidential informants a 
large percentage of the material 
included in the reports under 
the loyalty and security pro- 
gram is derived from the use 
of extremely delicate and confi- 
dential techniques.”

HUMPHREY URGES TAX 
ERROR’ BE CORRECTED 


Will Recommend Legisla- 
tion to End Double De- 
duction ‘Windfall.’ 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
—Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey said yesterday he 
would urge Congress to take 
“prompt action” to correct a 
mistake in last year’s general 
tax revision law. 

Some House Democrats have 
denounced the provision as a 
“loophole” and “windfall” for 
business firms that would cost 
one to five billion dollars in rev- 
enue. 

Humphrey, in a letter to 
ee 


chairman Cooper (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, termed these 
reports “grossly exaggerated.” 


But .he said this provision, 
dealing with tax deductions for 
estimated fut expenses, and 
several other items “may need 
congressional correction.” 

Humphrey promised to send 
recommendations “in the near 
future” to correct the law. He 
said he would urge the Ways and 
Means Committee “to take 
prompt federal action.” 

Earlier, members of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee ques- 
tioned the Treasury Secretary 
about the alleged loophole. 

Humphrey told the commtitee 
the provision was an “inadvert- 
ent error.” He had no estimate 
of possible loss but said it would 
be “nowhere near a billion dol- 
lars.” 

He said it probably would be 
possible to close the loophole

retroactively and avoid any loss. 

Under the provision, some 
business firms may take a tax 
deduction for funds put into a 
reserve to meet certain of 
estimated future expenses. In 
addition, these firms may deduct 
their regular expenses during 
the past year. Some members 
of Congress say this would be a 
double deduction for the one 
year that the Government never 
would recoup it.

Release of more atomic infor- 
mation would attract wider par- 
ticipation and thus greater com- 
petition in the peacetime pro- 
gram, he said, adding: 

“The more widely atomic in- 
formation is distributed, the 
greater the risk will be that 
some information will get into 
unfriendly hands. 

“But the acceptance of great- 
e rrisks, it seems to me, fol- 
lows logically from the deci- 
sions about private enterprise | 
incorporated into the 1954 act. 
The principal justification for 
accepting such risks lies in a 
confidence in the potentialities 
of American industry.” 

On Evaluating Security. 

Any evaluation of security 
standards, he went on, must 
take into account the extent of 
atomic progress in foreign coun- 
tries, both friendly and un- 
friendly. He continued: 

“If any restrictions are main- 
tained over information which 
is available in other countries, 
the result of such restrictions 
will be to handicap American 
business in the race for atomic 
leadership. The rapid expan- 
sion of foreign economic ac- 
tivities would seem to call for 
extensive declassification in the 
country. 

“The tendency to consider 
secrecy and security as one and 
the same is predicated on a 
serious underestimation of the 
scientific and technical capacity 
of foreign countries.” 

Representative Chet Holifield 
(Dem.), California, told the 
Post-Dispatch afterward that he 
understood industry’s inability 
to apply for atomic licenses until 
regulations are issued, as well 
as the AEC’s difficulty in en- 
tering the unfamiliar field of 
public regulation. 

Favors New Agency. 

“I seriously doubt the AEC’s 
ability to take on this enlarged 
function and discharge it ef- 
fectively,” he said. “I am 
strongly inclined to believe that 
a new agency will have to be 
set up to carry on these new 
quasi-judicial functions. 

“The production of nuclear 
materials and their application 
to weapons and peacetime uses 
are an important enough and 
large enough task for the AEC.”

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
~The executive board of the 
CIO United Steel Workers said 
yesterday that refusal of any of 
its members to testify about 
Communism will .not alone be 
sufficient to strip the worker 
of union membership or job 
protection. 

The board of the 1,200,000- 
member union added, however, 
that where a subsequent union- 
conducted investigation shows 
that a member has Communist 
connections it will be the union’s 
“duty” to oust him. 

The board acted in connection 
with the refusal of five union 
members to tell the Senate In- 
vestigations subcommittee last 
December whether they were 
Communists. They invoked the 
Constitution’s fifth amendment 
on the ground their testimony 
might tend to incriminate them. 

The employes were given dis- 
fissal notices, four by Bethle- 
hem Steel Co. and the fifth by 
the Lehigh Foundries, Inc., 
Easton, Pa. The union filed 
grievances with the firms seek- 
ing reinstatement of the work- 
ers. 

At least one of the. workers, 
John Babirak, Bethlehem, Pa., 
has since been reported restored 
to his job by the Bethlehem firm 
and he has offered to return to 
the committee and answer any 
questions. 

The executive board statement 
expressed uncompromising op- 
position to Communism. It said 
that members and supporters of 
the Communist party “and any 
fascist or totalitarian. organiza- 
tion” always have been barred 
from holding union office and 
that a few months ago the union 
took the further step of barring 
such persons from holding union 
membership. 

The statement “deplored” the 
manner which it said some in- 
vestigations into Communism 
have been conducted but said 
“we equally deplore, and warn 
our: members against, the obvi- 
ous program of the Communist 
party and its agents to induce 
innocent people who have no 
legitimate fear of prosecution to 
invoke indiscriminately the con- 
stitutional privilege against self- 
incrimination.”

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BOWLES IN INDJA, 
DEFENDS US. POLICY 


Cites 12 Examples for New 
Delhi Audience, Urges 
Understanding.

NEW DELAI, March 4 (UP)— 
‘Chester Bowles, former United 
* States Ambassador to India, said 
today that since 1941 American 
*.foreign policy has been more 
right than wrong, although some- 
times clumsy, misunderstood 
and distorted. 

Bowles expressed his views in 
an address to an Indian audience 
on “what is right about Ameri- 
can foreign policy.” 

He said that “by and large” 
the United States has every right 
to be proud of the actions it has 
taken, even thougn “our words 
have often been clumsy and sub- 
ject both to honest misunder- 
standing and deliberate distor- 
tion.” 

Bowles then listed 12 actions 
which “are crucial to an under- 
standing of American foreign 


sia in World War II, (2) willing- 
ness to go more than halfway 
toward meeting the desires of 
Russia at Yalta, (3) America’s 
prompt unilateral disarmament, 
and (4) the United States offer 
to destroy its supply of atomic 
bqmbs and to internationalize 
atomic energy. 

Bowles said these overtures 
failed to soften Soviet attitudes 
or to prevent development of 
the cold War. ' 


He then listed eight other 
acts of United States foreign 
policy, including rehabilitation 
of war-ravaged areas, withdrawal 
from the Philippines, its action 
in Korea on behalf of the Unit- 
‘ed Nations, its consistent offers 
‘of disarmament which fell on 
deaf ears, President Eisenhow- 
er’s call for an atomic pool in 
1953, the American proposals for 
a cease-fire in China and the 
reduction of United States millt- 
tary budgets in the face of in- 
'creased Soviet budgets.. 


Bowles said he made these 
points to remind his audience 
that the American people have 
made thees efforts .or peace in 
the last 14 years. 

Bowles warned that if misun- 
derstandings of each other's mo- 
tives and attitudes continue, the 
result can only be extremely 
dangerous. He said it is nec- 
essary that Americans and In- 
dians develop a_ relationship 


policy for the last 15 years.” 
He listed thees as the four 
most important acts of the 
United States Government be- 
tween 1941 and 1946: (1) the 
‘unquestioning support of Rus-

These would include supple- 
mentary jobless benefits, earlier 
social security retirement, job 
retaining and transportation to 
new areas for workers; loans, re- 
search information and tax bene- 
fits for industries; and loans and 
technical information for com- 
munities. 


The House bill which Carey 
indorsed would give Mr.~-Eisen- 
hower new power to lower duties 
5 per cent in each year of the 
three-year extension of the trade 
pact law. 

Carey said these were among 
the reasons his organization in- 
dorsed the House bill: 

Raw material imports are 
essential for manhy American 
industries. 

Important food commodities 
must be imported. 

Many American industries 
export a substantial part of 
their production. 

Countries abroad must earn 
dollars to buy American prod- 


ucts. 

World trade must be ex- 
panded generally if living 
standards are to be improved 
in other nations. 

Improved economic condi- 
tions are one means of stop- 
ping Communism.

Peterson said a partial] test 
evacuation of -itilwaukee re- 
cently had shown that the ex- 
penditure of a relatively small 
amount of money for widening 
roads and bridges could speed 
up greatly the emptying of a 
city. 

Kefauver asked him to get | 
further information from the 
Federal Bureau of Public Roads 
and state civil defense officials 
on highway’ needs and plans. 
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Peterson said it was likely 
that at least 50,000,000 Ameri- 
cans might have to be evacuated 
from critical target areas if a 
H-bomb attack were launched 
against the country. 

He said half of them might 
be accommodated in homes, 
churches, schools, culverts or 
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other existing structures. For 
the others he said his plan--was. 
to make tise of the ection af- 
forded by~the earth. 

He said' machines could go 
along the highways digging 
trenches two feet wide and six 
feet deep. People fleeing the 
target areas, he said, could jump 
into these and put boards, dirt 
and tar paper over them, 


Concrete Pipe. 


Peterson said “a much more 
expensive plan” to which the 
Civil Defense Administration 
also had given thought was to 
lay mileg of concrete pipe four 
feet in diameter along the side 
of the highways and cover them 
with three feet of dirt. 


He told the subcommittee that 
persons who crawled into these 
would have “complete protec- 
tion” from the radioactive dust 
which rains over thousands of 
square miles after an H-bomb 


explosion. 


Senator Leverett Saltonstall } 


(Rep.), Massachusetts, said he 
did not think either of the plans 
was feasible. He said he could 
not see himself crawling into a 
dirt-covered pipe without get- 
ting a bad case of claustropho- 
bia. 

“I'd rather take my chances 
lying on the ground,” said the 
Senator.

In these words, Churchill has 
informed American official tacit- 


ly recognizes, but hesitates to acknowledge—that the world has 


passed the point of no return. 


Even if the will to do so existed 


on both sides, it is no longer possible to regulate or control the 


new weapons. 


While Churchill spoke, Amer- 
ican Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr., Russia’s Andrei Gro- 
myko, Britain’ s Anthony Nut- 
ting, and Canada’s Norman Rob- 
ertson were in London, engaged 
in supposedly secret discussions 
about atomic control. Churchill 
was too polite to say that these 
discussions, of which he took 
due note, were an exercise in 
futility. Yet this is clearly 
what he thought. It is we simple 
truth. 

The reasons are diclous. The 
old American-sponsored Baruch 
plan for international control 
was based on certain assump- 
tions: that the bombs had limited 
power; that very few existed; 
that they were extremely diffi- 
cult to make; that atomic instal- 
lations could be detected and 
controlled. American official 
policy on control of the atom is 
still largely based on the Baruch 
plan but all the plan’s under- 
lying assumptions are now de- 
monstrably false. 

Easy to Make. 

The hydrogen bomb is amaz- 
ingly easy to make and large 
numbers of bombs have already 
been made. The vital difference 
is in the bomb’s power. Because 
of the special characteristic of 
fallout, only a handful of bombs 
delivered on target would be 
sufficient to destroy the war 
potential of even such continen- 
tal powers as the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 

The number required to para- 
lyze this country, for example, 
has been authoritatively esti- 
mated as low as 28. But call it 
50, or even 100. The hydrogen 
bomb, like the atomic bomb, 
sends. out no detectable radia- 
tion—there is no way of detect- 
ing its presence except by un- 
covering the actual object itself. 
So the problem of hiding 50 or 
100 hydrogen bombs is no more 
difficult than that of hiding, say, 
50 or 100 10-ton trucks. 

This would be no problem at 
all in the vast reaches of the 
Soviet Union, or indeed in the 
United States. Thus there is no 
agreement imaginable that could 
assure one side of the divided 
world that the other side’ had 
not secretly retained the means 
of total annihilation. 

Rejects Voluntary Control. 

No man has given more 
thought than Churchill to the 
search for a way out of “this 
situation both measureless and 
laden with doom” —indeed, he 
sometimes seems the only West- 
ern leader with the courage to 


face up to the meaning of the 
new weapons. A voluntary agree- 
ment to control the weapons 
clearly now no longer plays a 
serious part in his thinking. 

There was a time when 
Churchill had the courage to 
think soberly about another way 
out. Soon after the first Soviet 
bomb, Churchill denounced as 
“silly” the doctrine that a de- 
mocracy could never strike first; 
and called’ for a “resolute ef- 
fort” to obtain a settlement “on 
the basis of American atomic 
strength.” 

This was a call for a pre- 
ventive showdown, and the Tru- 
man Administration may have 
committed a mortal error when 
it failed to respond. Now the 
days of the’ American atomic 
monopoly are long since passed, 
and for simple geographical 
reasons, if for no others, there 
is no hint of showdown in 
Churchill’s Tuesday speech. In- 
stead, he brilliantly elaborates 
the theme of a “peace of mutual 
terror,” which he first con- 
ceived when his call for a show- 
down was ignored.” 


3 Conditions for Safety. 

However when Churchill talks 
of a “stage in this story when 
safety will be the sturdy child 
of terror,” he makes it very 
clear that this stage will be 
reached, if at all, only on three 
conditions. 


The first condition is that an 
aggressor must be faced with 
the certainty of “crushing re- 
taliation.” The second condition 
is “substantial strength in con- 
ventional forces,” in order: to 
fight non-nuclear wars—“‘limited 
objectives.” The third condition 
is the closest possibly “unity— 
between the United Kingdom 
and the United States.” 

The first condition is being 
met, if official assurances mean 
anything — the magnificent 
American Strategic Air Com- 
mand is stronger than ever. Yet 


the British-American alliance 
has been weakened, while 
American conventional forces 


have been sharply cut back. 

As Churchill likes to say, “I 
have not always been wrong.” 
And surely his views deserve a 
most respectful hearing, even in 
the august National Security 
Council, now that the new weap- 
ons are so clearly “outside the 
scope of human control,” and 
Churchill’s peace of mutual ter- 
ror is the very best the world 
can hope for.

The last general election was 
held in October 1951. Under the 
law, a Parliament holds office 
for five years unless dissolved. 
There has to be an election, 
therefore, not later than October 
of next year.

Microscope on Stocks 

Senator Fulbright appears to have created 
a rare atmosphere for his Investigation—beg 
pardon, study—of the stock market. No midgets 
sat on Morganatic knees as the Senate Banking 
subcommittee began its héerings. The pro- 
ceeding was so muted and well-mannered that 
it seemed to combine the best points of a direc- 
tors’ room and a college seminar. 

This is all to the good. Because what hap- 
pens in the stock market does at times affect 
what happens in ‘the national economy gener- 
ally, a noisy investigation which created danger- 
ous downdrafts in Wall street might have re- 
percussions outside the stock market which no- 
body wants. xe, 

Nevertheless it must be hoped that the Ful- 
bright—ah—study will come to grips with the 
real problem. The problem. really is not 
whether stock prices are “too high” or “‘too low.” 
It is whether public savings are now being or 
are likely to be diverted in significant arhount 
from creative investment into stock speculation. 


It is a matter of common experience that a 
great many ordinary people have got into the 
stock market in the last year or so. All over 
the country, we would wager, thousands of other 
ordinary people are wondering, with a specula- 
tive glint in their eyes, whether they too should 
withdraw something from the savings account 


and put it into this wonderful game where you - 


make money just by sitting still. 

How far has the attraction of the general 
public into the market gone, and how far can 
the nation afford to let it go? Senator Fulbright 
and his colleagues are not likely to get much 
help in answeting this question from men like 
President G. Keith Funsfon of the New York 
Stock Exchange, the first .witness. 

Naturally, Mr. Funston and his colleagues 
want as many of the public trading in stocks 
as they can possibly get, Mr. Funston pro- 
‘tested bitterly in January when the Federal 
Reserve Board increased margin requirements 
to 60 per cent. No doubt he sees nothing wrong 
in the fact that to buy stocks today a person 
has to put up less cash than he did from 1950 
to 1952, when margin requirements were 75 
per cent, or in 1946, when they were 100 per 
cent. 

The Senators will have to take a broader 
view. It is their job to find out whether the 
conditions exist for an unhealthy boom in stock 
trading. A boom like that, which depleted funds 
available for job-creating investment, would 
do nobody any good in the long run. This coun- 
try ought to be mature enough to prevént it 
from ‘happening. 
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, Leave the Propaganda Out 

According to a United Press report, the Jus- 
tice Department is under pressure to call off 
its largest pending anti-trust suit — against 
United Fruit Co. This report says other fed- 
eral agencies which first supported the suit 
now doubt it would be wise diplomacy to push it. 

The public may want to know how diplomacy 
got mixed up in a monopoly case in the first 
place. This suit was filed when Washington 
was concerned about Communism in Guatemala 
and about anti-American propaganda which em- 
ployed United Fruit as a symbol of “Yankee 
imperialism.” Now Guatemala is in friendly 
hands. But what about the anti-trust case? 

United Fruit holds vast economic power in 
the banana business and throughout Central 
America. It also has followed enlightened pol- 
icies in recent years, and is of such consequence 
to some economies that President Figueres of 
democratic Costa ‘Rica ‘asked the Justice De- 
partment to drop the monopoly suit. 

Thus the case is important, and the sorriest 
thing that could happen to this issue would be a 
decision based on anything extraneous to the 
merits of the case. Jf an anti-trust suit is 
valid it should be pushed; otherwise it should 
not be filed. 

It is foolish business to let concern for Com- 
munist propaganda dictate any-part of such an 
important domestic matter. The trouble with 
attaching propaganda interest to an anti-trust 
case is that the propaganda effect can be lost or 
reversed if the case is dropped. And there 
is a higher principle than propaganda involved 
here. That is the federal anti-trust law. 
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Seven Days to Go 

In the seven short days between now and the 
opening of the polling places for the March 11 
municipal primary, St. Louisans have an oppor- 
tunity—indeed, a duty—to acquaint themselves 
with the records and pledges of the candidates. 

At first glance this may seem to be an im- 
possible task since there are 59 persons of both 
parties in the field. Actually the task is'not at 
all impossible. 

Party nominees are to be selected for alder- 
man in the 14 even-numbered wards and for 
the city-wide office of President of the Board 
of Alderman. In half the wards—those with 
odd numbers — the voter need only decide 
whether to participate in the Democratic pri- 
mary and, that decision having been taken, 
which of two Democratic candidates he prefers 
to see get the nomination as President of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

This is because there is no contest in the Re- 
publican primary for the aldermanic presidency. 
The Republican incumbent, Charles E. Albanese, 
is unopposed. 

In the Democratic primary the choice for 
nomination as board president is between 
Donald Gunn, attorney and former Collector 
of Internal Revenue in St. Louis, and Alderman 
A. J. Cervantes of the Fifteenth Ward, who gave 
the KETC television audience a good look at 
themselves on “Soap Box” Wednesday night. 

A similar pattern of: limited choice emerges 
at the ward level, In the even-numbered wards 
as a group there are contests for only 14 of 
the 28 nominations, as nine Republicans and 
five Democrats are running unopposed. This 
is unfortunate in that it leaves no primary 
choice, 

Voters in four of the even-numbered wards 
—the Eighteenth, Twentieth, Twenty-second and 
Twenty-fourth—have been completely short- 
changed. In all four each party has only a single 
candidate in the field, so there will be no race 
until the April 5 election. 

There are contests, happily, for the Demo- 
cratic nomination in nine wards and for the 
Republican in five. Democratic races are in 
the Fourth, Sixth, Eighth, Tenth, Twelfth, Four- 
teenth, Sixteenth, Twenty-sixth and Twenty- 
eighth wards. Republican contests are in the 
Second, Fourth, Sixth, Tenth and Twelfth wards. 

Thirty of the 37 non-incumbent candidates 


in these wards have told the Post-Dispatch - 


that they will support Mayor Tucker's plan +o 
permit the people to vote on a new City Char- 
ter. They also oppose the twin evils of alder- 
This is 


manic courtesy and _ spot-zoning. 
extremely encouraging. 
Civic Progress Inc.’s poll of all the aldermanic 


eandidates on these and other subjects also 
will be available before the primary. For 
once, voters ought to know just where each 


of the canditiates stands, That ought to translate — 


itself into again for democracy in the next 
Board of Aldermen. 
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Still Some Formosa Fog 

Once more Secretary Dulles has “clarified” 
American policy on Quemoy and Matsu, and 
once more the “clarification” leaves basic ques- 
tions unanswered. 

In his statement on leaving Formosa, Mr. 
Dulles again warned Communist China that 
an attack on the remaining coastal islands held 
by Chiang Kai-shek might be met by American 
counterattack on the Conimunists’. mainland 
bases. Again he suggested that the condition of 
such an American defense would be a decision 
by President Eisenhower that the Communist at- 
ome was preliminary to an attack on Formosa 
tself. 

Though this was a warning looked at one 
way, looked at another way it was a reminder 
that the United States is not now committed 
to defend Quemoy and Matsu. As Mr. Dulles 
said before going to the Far East, we are not 
interested in defending the islands “as such.” 

This brings up one of the basic questions 
left unanswered. If we are not now: committed 
to defend the coastal islands, this means that 
our military leaders do not consider them essen- 


\ tial to the defense of Formosa, where our com- 


mitment is clear. But if. the islands are not 
needed to defend Formosa, why do we not ad- 
vise Chiang Kai-shek to abandon them and so 
avoid any possibility that Chiang might cre- 
ate a situation in which we would be drawn 
into an unwanted war for Quemoy and Matsy? 


No doubt Mr. Dulles is concerned with help- 
ing to save Chiang’s face, and this is why his 
spokesman said that the islands will not be 
abandoned without Chiang’s consent. But if 
there are circumstances in which the United 
States will not defend the islands, would it not 
be better for Chiang to abandon them volun- 
tarily than to invite the Communists to probe 
our intentions as they did in the Tachens? 


At his news conference Wednesday President 
Eisenhower, when asked whether Chiang was 
justified in expecting American support for a 
re-invasion of the mainland, said plainly and 
bluntly: “The United States is not going to be 
a party to an aggressive war.” 


Some Senators are making a mystery out 
of what he meant but it seems to us he quite 
definitely dispelled any vague hope Chiang may 
have entertained that he can get American 
aid, in the absence of general war, for an at- 
tempt to re-establish himself on the mainland. 


If our Government will be equally’ clear and 
definite in its determination not to be drawn 
into war over the coastal islands, the Far Eastern 
situation should be greatly improved. 
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Quick Thinking and Skillful Driving 


It was a desperate situation and there was 
not more than a minute or so to do anything 
about it when Carroll Pratt, driver for the 
Eck Miller Transfer Co., found the brakes on his 
tractor-trailer truck had failed. He was driving 
down the Twelfth street viaduct and approaching 
the Spruce street intersection which already 
was busy with the start of the afternoon traffic 
rush.

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Starting at the Top 
The Missouri Senate has tentatively approved 
a bill to raise the salary of the Governor from 
$10,000 to $25,000 a year, effective for the next 
gubernatorial term. This is pay rise season in 
Jefferson City, and certainly pay rises in this 
state ought to start with the Governor. 


Gov. Donnelly’s present salary is far below 
the national average, and even below the aver- 
age for the states which are adjacent to Mis- 
souril. Only Arkansas and Kentucky pay their 
governors as little as $10,000. Nebraska pays 
$1000 more than that, Iowa and Tennessee pay 
$2000 more, and Kansas and Oklahoma $5000 
more. Illinois pays its governor $25,000. The 
highest gubernatorial salary goes to Gov. 
Harriman of New York, at $50,000 a year. 


Strange as it may seem, Missouri’s Governor 
is not even the best paid state official. He 
receives $8000 less than the head of the Unil- 
versity of Missouri, and even less than the uni- 
versity’s football coach. This is certainly no 
reflection on university officials or coaches, 
but it does seem to be a reflection on the office 
of governor. 

In these booming times Missouri is just. be- 
ginning to catch up with the demands of modern 
government. This state can no longer act as 
if it were small or impoverished, or as if this 
were 1940 instead of 1955. The office of Gov- 
ernor merits far better pay. 
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14 Losses to Glory 

Just a while back Bradley University of 
Peoria was in deep, deep trouble with the Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic Association over its 
basketball policy. But there has been a recon- 
ciliation—and what a reconciliation. Although 
Bradley’s basketballers set something of a rec- 
ord by losing 14 games in a row, they have 
been invited to compete in the-N.C.A.A.’s national 
championship tournament. 

This reminds us of hockey’s Stanley Cup 
playoffs. The champions toss aside a season's 
victories and give the under-dogs a chance to 
win the No. 1 trophy. Likewise some of the 
minor league baseball playoffs may bring the 
pennant to a team which finished barely in 
first division. But is it bad to give the weak 
a second charice? Or is it chivalrous? Or is it 
a final effort to sweeten the season’s box office? 


In the case of the N.C.A.A, filthy money of 
course is no consideration. So it looks like 
the welcoming of the lost sheep, the slaying 
of the fatted calf for the returned prodigal. 
Or maybe it is a way of saying that rolling 
over opposition a la Kentucky is not the only 
way to fame, that the N.C.A.A. also has an eye 
on how you play the game, that there is hope 
of glory for all the little winless wonders. Or 
are the powerful eager for a breather even 
in these post-season meetings of the giants? Or 
is basketball just having too many tournaments 
at the same time?

H-bomb is what dynamite’s inventor hoped it would be, a 
weapon so dreadful as to discourage recourse to war, says 
Vienna scientist; this fs so because attacked nation could destroy 
attacker also; for farflung bases would survive first blow. 


Hans Thirring, Director, Institute of Theoretical Physics at Vienna, 
in the Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists, 


Reader: You doubtless assume that 
the hydrogen bomb is a weapon of 
such terrible power that its existence 


When Alfred Nobel invented dyna- 
mite, he also imagined that the exist- 
ence of such a —— explosive 
would completely urage recourse 
to war by the leaders of nations. 

Physicist: Nobel’s expectations were 
certainly premature. However, the 
step from gunpowder to dynamite is 
smaller by far than 


of all types to 
atomic weapons. 
The frightful dev- 
astation inflicted on 
large cities and in- 
dustrial plants dur- 
ing World War /II 
clearly proves that 
the old maxim no 
longer holds —i.e., 
for every offensive 
weapon there is an 
effective defensive ' 
weapon. Alfred Nobel 
Weapons of anni- 
hilation are now far-advanced over de- 
fensive weapons — and the H-bomb 
marked the high point. A war of ag- 
gression against a nation possessing 
these bombs is plainly suicidal. 


Gas Warfare No Comparison 


Reader: Even so, it is still conceiv- 
able that a war could break out where 
both sides would refrain from using 
atomic weapons. Many believed after 
1978 that poison gases were so frightful 
that they would make wars impossible. 

Not only did World War II begin, 
but it was f to the bitter end 
without the antagonists employing the 
poison gasses stocked in their arsenals. 

Physicist: The effectiveness of gas 
warfare allows no comparison what- 
soever with A-bombs and H-bombs. Both 
sides used gas in World War I. It was 
a weapon that in no way proved de- 
cisive for the war’s outcome- 
trast, Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
ady suffice as two primitive exam- 
ples of atom bombs wpeyens the un- 
conditional surrender an enemy 
within a few days. 

In the light of this, we can certainly 
expect that the most powerful weapons 
of war will inevitably employed once 
the two great political systems of the 
world resort to arms, 

The existence of these weapons prom- 
ises to prevent the large differences 
between East and West from degenerat- 
ing into a third world war. 


Fundamental Change About War 


The Japanese nation was reared in 8 
radical war ideology for many genera- 
tions but now she is ready to work 
together peacefully with other nations. 

The chancelleries and general staffs 
of others are no longer per- 
vaded by the spirit prevalent in 1914 


when a small local incident touched - 


off an automatic chain-reaction that cul- 
minated in World War I. 

A fundamental change in the attitude 
toward war has occurred. It is a 
change too little noticed. Therefore, 
we have millions of frightened people 
who know only that atomic weapons 
will immeasurably intensify the terrors 
and sufferings of war, and they do not 
know that the men in control of the 
destinies of nations no longer keep 
their pistols loose in their belts. 

Remember, if you will, the dire pre- 
dictions of those prophets who saw a 
new world war emerging from the 
Berlin blockade of 1948-49 and from 


Korea and incidents of the 
last tomic 


few years . had pre-a 


age concepts of honor prevailed, would 
have prompted military retaliation or 
even a declaration of war. 

These incidents have dwindled away 
under the shadow of the Atomic Age. 
For examples: 

In April 1950, an American naval 
plane was shot down over the Baltic 
sea by the Russians with a loss of 10 
lives; since April 1951, British stock- 
holders have lost capital assets worth 
one hundred million pounds sterling 
as a result of Iran’s expropriation of 
the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co.’s oilfields 
and their refinery at Abadan. 


Warlike Acts Without War 


In October 1951, England and Egypt 
engaged in bitter disputes over the 
status of the Sudan and over the oc- 
cupation of the Suez Canal zone. 

None of these incidents touched off 


_an explosion in international tension. 


Reader: Your remarks only prove 
that nothing big has happened yet. It 
can readily be conceived that a total 
conflict will be postponed only long 
enough for a war-lusting state to arm 
itself with such new and fiendish weap- 
ons as the H-bomb and the like until 
it feels it has achieved superiority. 


Physicist: Before the advent of the 
airplane and atomic weapons, military 
superiority insured the safety of the 
hinterland besides increasing the 
chance of victory. This situation has 
been wholly changed. 

The nation with superiority in H- 
bombs, long-range aircraft, and guided 
missiles can speedily and effectively in- 
flict terrible wounds on its enemy. But 
under no circumstances can the enemy 
be rendered helpless quickly enough 
‘to prevent a deadly counterblow. 

It is virtually certain that within the 
foreseeable future armaments will have 
reached a state in which both oppo- 
nents will have sufficient H-bombs and 


self-propulsion weapons to obliterate al] , 


the major cities and industrial installa- 
tions of the other side. 

What neither side can do is to knock 
out simultaneously the retaliation 
bases dispersed over great continental 


distances. 

Reader: But can we depend on this? 
Isn’t it to be feared that one fine day 
somebody with access to atomic weap- 
ons will insanely drop an H-bomb? 

Physicist: Do you believe that an 
H-bomb can be secretly transported 
in a suitcase? The launching of such 
a weapon is a large-scale military op- 
eration requiring a considerable invest- 
ment of technically trained personnel. 


Threat of a Counterblow 


Reader: Nevertheless, the grave dan- 
ger remains that the incessant and pro- 
gressive expansion of Communism since 
World War II will one day call down 
the “massive retaliation” often threat- 
ened by the Americans, and thus bring 
on a world conflagration. 

Physicist: Nothing of the kind hap- 
pened in 1948 and 1949 when Com- 
munism made its greatest advance by 
the conquest of China, and when the 
Americans still had sole possession of 
the atom bomb. 

The growing technical progress of the 
Soviet Union in constructing H-bombs 
and long-range missiles makes it a great 
deal more risky for the Americans. 

The certainty that an annihilating 
counterblow will be delivered will so 
greatly reduce the danger of war that 
we shall once again be able dually 
to surmount the psychosis anxiety 
and distrust characteristic of our age.

Between Book Ends 


Interpreting a Song 
SINGER AND ACCOMPANIST, by Gerald Moore. 

(Macmillan, 232 pgs., $3.75.) 

This small book by an all-time great 
accompanist is loaded to the brim with 
valuable suggestions for the perform- 
ance of fifty solo songs. Size betrays its 
maghitude, for reading the book with- 
out the scores makes no sense. With 
one criterion, that of interest, Mr. 
Moore has chosen a wide selection of 
songs by thirty composers with proper 
regard for such masters of lieder as 
Schubert, Schumann, Wolf and Brahms 
alongside important composers from 
other periods including contemporaries 
Vaughan Williams and Finzi. 

More impressive than anything else 
is the author’s ability to get at the 
heart of a song and to communicate 
technical and interpretive ideas intelli- 
gently. No words are wasted. There is 
not the slightest imposition of artificial- 
ity on the music. 

Here is coaching of the highest quall- 
ty for both singer‘and pianist on the 
presumption that the two are partners 
of equal status and that each must 
understand fully the problems of 
the other in order to be artistically ef- 
fective. No one will learn how to play 
piano or to sing from this book—these 
writings are not music lessons—but al- 
most anyone, whether artist or amateur, 
will benefit from its use. Moreover, the 
serious listener who is willing to spare 
a few minutes could derive much more 
enjoyment from correlating these analy- 
ses and three hundred illustrations with 
the listening than if he were to depend 
solely on recordings or concert per- 
formance. 

Also the book is, commendable for its 
flexibility. The large range of material 
treated leaves room to explore different 
settings of the same text and resulting 
implications for interpretation. Besides 
all this, there is an extraordinary de- 
gree of humor from beginning to end. 
Who could read the following comment 
on a touchy spot for the singer in 
Brahms’s “Feldeinsamkeit” and resist 
laughter? “If the accompanist on such 
an occasion as this ‘breathes’ sympa- 
thetically with the singer, it is most un- 
sympathetic of him, for it draws atten- 
tion to the singer’s difficulty.” 

I recommend this book not only for 
‘te usefulness to performers but to any- 
one who enjoys good musical reading 
with musical illystrations rather than 
pictures. WALTER F. ANDERSON.

The maps are 
accurate and up te the minute, and the 
color process used in the plates permits 
a pinpoint delicacy and clarity seldom 
seen outside large specialist maps. 

There are 160 pages of colored maps, 
a high proportion of which are devoted 
to the United States. Our largest cities 
are separately shown, complete with 
street layouts, and in the larger maps 
major highways are depicted as well 
as railroads. The whole atlas, in fact. 
is a triumph of concise and _ skilled 
craftsmanship.

This was aptly described by the

Edward E. Boccia, artist who 

teaches at Washington Univer- 
sity School of Fine Arts, has 
won two $300 purchase awards 
in the fourteenth annual Mis- 
souri Exhibition, it was an- 
nounced yesterday at City Art 
Museum at a reception for the 
prize-winners., Ten other awards 
totaling $575 were distributed.

Boccia is the first artist in the 
contest series to take both top 
prizes in one year.

His “Suspended Forms,” a 
large, high-keyed abstract ex- 
pressionist painting, was given 
the City Art Museum purchase 
prize by the exhibition jurors. 
They were H. Harvard Arnason, 
director of the Walker Art Cen- 
ter, Minneapolis, and Frederick 
A. Sweet, Chicago Art Institute 
curator. 

The second $300 purchase 
award was won by Boccia when 
Morton D. May, Famous-Barr 
Co. president and benefactor of 
the museum, chose for his own 
collection a still larger Boccia 
canvas, “Of the Crotch of the 
Squawking Shores.” Dimensions 
of the museum’s painting are 46 
by 53 inches; of May’s, 49 by 63.

Born Katharine A. Drexel, the 
second of. three daughters) of 
financier Francis. A. Dregel, 
partner in the banking housé of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., she 
turned over her share of a $15,- 
000,000 trust fund to her reli- 
gious congregation. ' 

Full of’ compassion for the 
plight of the American Indians 
and Negroes of the United 
States, she went to Rome shortly 
after her father’s death in 1885 
and pleaded with Pope Leo 
XIII to assign teachers to the 
missions established for these 
‘minority groups. 

The Pope’s suggestion that she 
herself make this her life’s work 
led to her decision to enter the 
| convent of the Sisters of Mercy 
| in Pittsburgh. 
| In 1891, with ecclesiastical 
|permission, she and a small 
| group of nuns founded St. Eliz- 
abeth’s Convent, the mother 
house of the Sisters of the 
Blessed Sacrament for Indians 
and Colored People at Cornwells 
Heights, Pa. 

As the first superior general 
of her congregation, a post she 
held until 1937, Mother Kath- 
arine saw the society of nuns 


spread to 24 dioceses in 2l 
states. 
At present, some 500 nuns 


are stationed in 49 houses and 
63 schools including Xavier Uni- 
versity in New Orleans, a Negro 
college.

CAN’T be sure how much merit this new addition to 
l acne treatment has. It seems worth passing along to you 
because it is perfectly safe, cheap, and something you 
can try. 

Dr. George E. Morris of Boston, Mass., recently re- 
ported success in clearing up acne by using vitamin C. This 
vitamin does help strengthen the body’s defenses against 
infection. It also helps form keratin, the outer layer of the 
skin. Dr. Morris thought it worth trying in patients with 
aone which didn’t clear up with usual treatment. 

He used vitamin C both as citrus juice (orange and 
grapefruit juices) and in concentrated form, ascorbic acid. 
He prescribed two eight-ounce glasses daily of citrus juice. 
In addition, he prescribed three grams (one-tenth ounce) 
of ascorbic acid tablets daily. This is a heavy dose of vita- 
min C. There’s no known danger in it because this is one 


of the vitamins that it is very hard to take too much of, 
unlike vitamins A and D.

A RECENT REPORT by the British Medical Research 
Council also encouraged Dr. Morris to try vitamin C for 
acne. The British group found that after five people were 
deprived of vitamin C, their mild acne became worse. 
After 22 weeks without vitamin C, the acne bumps became 
larger, redder, and eventually filled with blood, 

This may not have much application to treatment. 
Twenty-two weeks without vitamin C produces scurvy, the 
illness prevalent among sailors in and before the eighteenth 
century on long voyages without fresh fruits. 

Dr. Morris gave 60 of his acne patients the vitamin C 

treatment of fruit juices and ascorbic acid tablets. He 
watched for four months to see what would happen. He 
didn’t change the other treatment in any way. 

_ happens in any group of office patients, some failed 
to show up regularly. Of the 53 sufferers who did follow 
through, 43 showed improvement and 10 did not. 

Among the 43 people whose acne improved were 15 
. whe had been treated in other ways for eight months to 

seven years without cure. According to Dr. Morris, the 
vitamin C seeffied to produce more improvement in acne 
of these 15 people than had any other treatment, 

x *k * 

IT’S HARD TO JUDGE the fimal merits of acne treat- 
ment during a four-month period, as Dr. Morris admitted. 
It tends to clear up and get worse all by itself. It often 
responds to simple measures of gentle face-washing with a 
Soft cloth, keeping your oily hands away from contact with 

the face, cutting out certain fatty foods such as chocolate 
‘and nuts, and growing older. 

Considering that vitamin C is normally needed by the 
‘body, is usually found in citrus fruits and thus jsn’t a drug 
that could produce harm, it seems worth while trying for 
“acne along with the usual treatment.

Criticism of 
Conditions 
At Fort Dix 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 

OME of my readers may 

have read about the letter 

to the President written 
by a 17-year-old girl of Bay- 
side, N.Y. Her fiance had been 
inducted into the service and 
sent to Fort Dix. One month 
later he died of meningitis with- 
out ever going to the hospital. 

The shocking facts so far re- 
vealed warrant an investigation 
by the Army, which I under- 
stand is now going on. But, ac- 
cording to the newspaper, this 
investigation is not open to the 
press and is therefore not likely 
to furnish much information to 
the public. 

I think, however, that Fort 
Dix is of real interest to the 
public. Many boys from this 
area go there for basic training 
and I was surprised to have a 
man say to me the other day, 
“Oh, Fort Dix is one of the 
worst places for basic training.”

I HAVE BEEN TOLD that 
some of the barracks have been 
condemned as unsanitary for a 
long time. They are unheated 
and when the boys who have 
been living in them were there 
through the cold weather, prac- 
tically everyone had a cold and 
some continued with these colds 
for weeks. If they went to the 
infirmary they might be given a 
shot of penicillin, but if all the 
thermometers were busy they 
might get by without having 
their temperatures taken. If 
they could possibly stay on their 
feet and finish basic training, 
any boy would do so. 

If a boy is unfortunate enough 
to have to go into the hospital, 
when he returns for training he 
starts at the very beginning and 
what he did before does not 
count in time. | 

There are always boys who 
enter the service who are de- 
termined to evade doing their 
jobs or taking their training se- 
riously. Those are the boys who 
do the same thing in civilian 
life. However, I think there are 
a goodly number of boys who 
would really want to feel that 
their training period was con- 
structive, that they had learned 
a good deal and had actually 
contributed to the safety of their 
country during this period.

FROM WHAT I hear, how- 
ever, the more intelligent you 
are the less easy it is to keep 
your interest in some of the 
work and some of the require- 
ments that are made upon you. 
This is not only true of Fort Dix. 
This is true of Army training in 
general because I have had old- 
er men tell me the same thing 
about other camps in_ the 
country. 

No one believes in discipline 
more fully than I do, but it must 
be sensible discipline, for our 
boys are not trained to obedi- 
ence only, or they would never 
become good citizens in a de- 
mocracy. They must learn to 
think for themselves. 

Therefore, Army training must 
make sense. Conditions under 
which these boys live may be 
hard but they should be sani- 
tary, and no real illness should 
be ignored. Tragedies such as 
this girl and this boy’s parents 
have lived through should never 
happen in our country.

Teen-Age Flareups 


By Frances Ilg, M.D., and Louise Ames, Ph.D.

E recently recommended to you an extremely versatile 

volume entitled “How to Get Along With Children,” 

by Dr. Frank Howard Richardson (published by Tupper 
& Love, Atlanta, Ga.). This book gave what we considered 
extremely good advice to parents of children of all age 
levels. Some of Dr. Richardson’s comments about adoles- 
cents seemed especially interesting to us and we'd like to 
report them to you today. 

Dr. Richardson comments that one of the questions he 
is asked most frequently by the parents of adolescents is, * 
“Is it true that however fair and considerate we try to be, 
our teen-age son is sure to resent almost everything we ask 
him to do?” => 


a, 

HIS ANSWERS to this and other questions are, in part: 
“It will be helpful in understanding your son if you will 
make a sharp distinction between adolescent RESENTMENT 
of parents’ authority, which is quite normal and in fact 
actually desirable, and adolescent REVOLT against all 
authority in general, which is undesirable and abnormal. 
In most instances this revolt is unnecessary as well, espe- 
cially with youngsters whose discipline has been handled 

“intelligently and sympathetically. 

“Why is resentment desirable whereas revolt is just the 
reverse?” 

“This resentment against parents is desirable because 
it is an indication that the adolescent is beginning to show 
the desire to achieve the independence from them that 
every really mature person must attain. Without it, youth 
would never free itself from parental domination. It mani- 
fests itself only occasionally. Usually parents and teenagers 
get along well together. Revolt against all authority, includ- 
ing that of parents, is pathological. Carried to extremes it 
manifests itself as juvenile delinquency.” 


x «x * 

“THEN DO YOU BELIEVE that parents can avoid this 
adolescent revolt?” 

“They can avoid the revolt, yes. But they need not 
expect to be spared the manifestations of adolescent resent- 
ment that irritate them so understandably, and yet so 
needlessly, if only they will keep reminding themselves of 
this bit of the psychology of adolescence.” 

“Must all adolescents go through a period during which 
they feel and show resentment against all parental 
authority?” 

“All adolescents, yes, but not against ‘all parental au- 
thority’ by any means. They do resent a great deal of it, 
no matter how justifiably it may be exercised by the wisest 
and most considerate parents. What makes this especially 
difficult to understand, for parents as well as for the teen- 
ager, is the fact that neither he nor they realize that it is a 
sign of his development toward eventual maturity and in- 
dependence. Hardest of all to understand is that these 
occasional] flareups of resentment are often unreasonable 
and unpredictable, They may break out when the most 
sensible and reasonable requests are made, and they may 
come at one time and fail to materialize at another under 
precisely similar circumstances.”

Still Photographer of Hollywood Stars 


Clarence Bull of M.G.M. Tells How He Captures Their Personalities on Film

HEN an enthusiastic camera- 

man with the in ng 

name of Clarence Sinclair 
Bull got bored awaiting the ar- 
rival of a substitute canary bird 
on lecation in Hollywood some 
30 years ago, he occupied him- 
self by taking informal shots 
of cast members hither and 
yon. 

The orfginal canary bird, 
needed for that scene, had ex- 
pired and nobody had brought a 
spare. So back to.the studio 
rushed an emergeticy squad. 
Bull, meanwhile, took his pic- 
tures, figuring they might come 
in handy for publicity. 

. Shortly thereafter Bull was 
beckoned -into the front. office 
where he expected to be fired 
for having wasted costly film. 

He got surprised, not fired. 
Studio people hired to worry 
about publicity shouted happily, 
“Say! This is just the sort of 
pictures we’ye been trying to 
get!” 

Now Bull is M.G.M.’s top por- 
trait artist, head of the studio’s 
all-important Still Photographic 
Department, and all during his 
career, he has photographed 
beautiful women,\the glamour 
girls of nearly three decades. 

Bull is the only motion pic- 
ture studio camerman ever to 
take a portrait of Garbo. His 
portrait of her by candlelight, 
and a study of Jean Harlow, are 
regarded as classics in the field. 
Currently he takes portraits of 
Lana Turner, Hedy Lamarr, 
Debbie Reynolds, Ava Gardner, 
Elizabeth Taylor and other such 
outstanding folks. 

His steps toward this engag- 
ing line of endeavor began in 
his home town of Sun River, 
Mont., which is near Great Falls. 
He was 10 years old when he 
earned a camera by the diligent 
peddling.of magazine subscrip- 
tions. By the time he entered 
the University of Michigan he 
was a camera addict. He took 
a part time job in a photography 
shop. His parents had encouraged 
him to enter the banking busi- 


ness and he was considering it. 


Then he got a fill-in spot 
assignment to substitute for a 
newsreel photographer. “Action 
shots of the football game,” said 
the assignment. Action shots he 
got. Bull ran right out on,the 
field with his camera, practical- 
ly got into the melee. 

“TI didn’t know any better,” he 
recalled on a visit to St. Louis 
the other day. Well, this non- 
conformist approach brought 
forth a $50 bonus. Fifty dollars 
or, as he swiftly cauculated it, 
somewhat more than he could 
get a month in starting pay at 
even a big shiny bank. 

He was off to Hollywood; 
joined M.G.M. in 1924 when it 
was just a baby. He worked as 
assistant cameraman, plus stage- 
hand, plus whatever duties came 
up. Along came the canary bird 
episode, and the studio powers 
got a hint of the spark in this 
particular cameraman; the gift 
for tatching personality in his 
lens. eee 

The way he does this, as near- 
ly as, he can explain it, is . by 
striving for naturalness first 
rather than’ worrying too much 
about technical perfection. 

“Retouching can remedy mi- 
nor defects,” he said. “But no 
amount of retouching can put 
an expression where there is 
none, or show character where 
the photographer missed it.” 

Nobody was happier than Bull 
to see the departure of the 
stereotyped-glamour, or doliface, 
phase of photography in portrait 
work. The idea now is to show 
individuality. The stars have to 
look like persons—pretty or 
handsome persons, yes, but real 
persons.

E takes all his portraits in 
Hone certain room where the 

props and backgrounds. are 
constantly .changed, The pro- 
cedure, with posing and re- 
posing, may take several hours. 
Additionally, Bull sperfds the day 
preceding the shooting day in 
talking with the star who will 
be his subject—both to discuss 
ideas and to get the feel of the 
individual’s personality. 

That nailing down the elusive 
individuality. is the big job. For 
instance, one day he had been 
posing and re-posing Elizabeth 
Taylor. A fascinated onlooker 
was Janet Leigh, resting her 
head on a chair back. Bingo! 
Bull had one of the most wide- 
ly circulated pictures of Janet. 

By and large, he finds men 
stars less co-operative than the 
women. But tops on his list for 
co-operation are what camera- 
men call “The Adorable Three,” 
Spencer Tracy, Robert Taylor 
and Clark Gable. 

This despite the fact that 
Tracy shies away from the por- 
trait room and won't get tangled 
up with portrait-taking if he can 
help it. Once cornered, however, 
he is quite docile. 

Bull notes a distressing ten-

Remember “Quo Vadis?” The 
still photography department 
was working on that five years 
before a motion picture cantera 
ever whirred for it. Right now 
the still boys are working on 
“Green Mansions” and start of 
that shooting hasn’t even been 
announced. 

What are théy doing? Re- 
search. Tto start shooting a 
picture, stills are needed of in- 
numerable things—location, for 
instanee. Before shooting start- 
ed on “Bad Day at Black Rock” 
innumerable stills were taken of 
many locations as the search 
progressed for a landscape with 
the proper loneliness.’ (Which 
was found near Lone Pine, Calif. 
Then the movie folks went_ out, 
built their little town, made 
their picture, tore the town 
down and came home.) 

Some 2000 color negatives 
‘were brought back from re- 
search in South America on one 
picture—the survey constituted, 
in effect, a pictorial check on 
labor conditions, health and 
sotial aspects of areas under 
consideration. 

The work ranges right on 
down from photographing coun- 
tries to photographing any given 
object. 

A single object at, say, a mu- 
seum will be photographed from 
all angles; artists then work from 
the stills in reproducing the ob- 
ject. Bull’s department is called 
on to produce magazine covers, 
copies of newspapers, bottle la- 
bels, innumerable views to be 
used for set designing, and pic- 
tures, in short, of just about 
everything. 

In addition, his department. in 
1953 was given an Academy 
Award for development of a 
photography process for sustain- 
ing the intensity of color. 

An awful lot of ingenuity {s 
required in the still photograph 
department, but, then, an awful 
lot of ingenuity was required 
many years ago when Bull as a 
youngster. back in Montana was 
in another business. 

“I took pictures of rodeo 
riders,” he said. “Sold them in 
postcard form to the subjects for 
$5 a dozen.” 

Cost to Bull—$1 per dozen. 
Sweet are the uses of publicity. 

Since Bull has been with 
M.G.M., that studio has turned 
out 1691 pictures. Many stars 
have risen and shone brightly or 
faded. Bull has photographed 
literally hundreds of them. He 

has gone to the top of his ‘busi- 
ness in his own way—capturing 
personality through a lens. It 
just goes to show you never can 
tell what will happen to a small- 
town boy with a box camera.

East 
ruffed the queen—and this was 
the cross-roads for declarer. 


The apparently irresistible 
impulse of nine declargrs in 
every 10 is to over-ruff under 
such circuristances: they cannot 
bear to let an opponent win 
such a “measly” trick. Note, 
however, that if South over- 
ruffs East in this spot, the con- 
tract becomes absolutely hope- 
less—South must lose a diamond 
nd two. clubs in addition to 
e first two tricks. 


The actual South, however, 
did not over-ruff—he discarded 
the diamond which he would 
have to lose in any event. (The 
diamond—not a club.) East re- 
acted just as South hoped: he 
returned the diamond jack. That 
gave South a chance, and he 
was not slow about grasping it. 
He took the diamond trick, 
cashed one trump, then the 
other diamond honor, and then 
led a trump to dummy and 
ruffed a diamond. The 3-3 dia- 
mond break set up dummy’s 
fourth card in the suit; South 
had only to lead another trump 
to the board and gather in his 
ninth trick.

HERE are two main kinds of 
T electric lights. In one of 
these the electric current 
passes through a wire or fila- 
ment and heats it. The hot, 
glowing wire gives off light. 
That is the common kind of 
electric light. Hundreds of mil- 
lions of bulbs are made yearly 
for lights of this type. Because 
they lose much heat, they are 
déscribed as “only 5 per cent 
efficient.”

Some indoor lighting is done 
with fluorescent tubes.

Small fluorescent tubes may 
be only eight or nine inclies long, 
but other tubes have a length of 
four or five feet. The diameter 
may be hardly more than half 
an inch, or it may exceed two 
inches.
